LOSS ON BUILDING ESTIMATED AT $7,000 




. Wednesday moruing about 8:15 fire 
was discovered in tbo rear room oE tho 
building occupied by E.W. Sturtevant. 
qb a baltory and an alarm of ilrfegivori 
which drew out a considerable portion 
o£ the. villagers; those first on, the 
ground state that tho fire was confined 
to the rear room of the bakery, appaW 
ently.in. or near the ice box, which 
however was not filled ^vith ice or in 
use. It-is useless to Bpectilate on the 
origin of the fire, which is shrouded 
iu mystery, as there. was no stove, fur- 
nance or other heating, appliance in 
the room, it beibg.used only For atdr ; 
age purposes, sulfico to say hoivowr,- 
that hud the village possessed any ad- 
equate fire protection a great portion 
of- the building and entire bank build- 
ing adjoining, could have been saved.

and Buitnble appliances, tha bucket 
brigade turned their Attention, to sav- 
ing the residences on the* opposite 
side of the street, doing very efficient 
work in this lino, and 'the heroism and 
endurance displayed by many of the 
citizens is- worthy: the .highest com- 
mendation. The wind at the time was 
blowing a stiff gale from the south- 
west and threatened the destructioa of 
aluiost the entire business portion of 
the.' town,. but owing. to the fortunate

; ThB building known ,as tho Chinn 
Block was a brick structure two stories 
high with basement and was erected 
in the summer of 1891 over the ruins 
of a framo building which was destroy- 
ed by the diststerousfire of March 80, 
1891. The upper rooms on the west 
were occiipied : unti about two years 
ago by.TnE-ANTiobnNEWs publishing 
business but since _that,time bad been" 
vacant. The lower room on' the west 
side was occupied by R. W. Sturtevant 
as a bakery and luuch-room. iuw'hich 
he carried a small, stock of 'bakery 
goods, groceries, tobacco, cigara, etc, 
Tho center 'room'" had but recently 
been occupied by P. 2?.. Ames as n 
hardware' store, . but his stock of ma- 
chinery had been sold to A.N. Tiffany 
who loses about §250 worth of macliin.;, 
cry which "was stored in tho building, 
about the same amount of shelf and 
builders hardware belonging to P. P. 
Ames being stored there, no insurance 
beiug on any of the stock, This part 
of the building was owned by -Alex 
Hanlin and valued ' at about $±,000, 
tbo loss-being complete without a cent 
of insurance. The east end of the build- 
ing, and adjoining it 'with party wall, 
was built and owned by Edward Brook 
in 1892, -the. lower floor was occupied 
by their banking establishment, known 
as the Bank of Antioch. >Tue upper 
floor of this building was occupied by 
tho members of 'Scquott Lodge,* .A. 
P. h & A. M., ub a lodge room and 
was very neatly furnished, all the fur- 
nishings and fixtures, being destroyed 
except same, private fixtures owned by 
tho members and. part of the parapher- 
nalia of the order which was saved. 
The lodgo property was insured for 
perhaps' § its value and the loss' to the 
order will notbe very great. The bank 
buijding.aiul fixtures were insured for 
82,000, about orio -half- actual : worth; 
The coin and ; currency, of the *;bank 
was- all locked in the largo safe 
which will doubtless come out all right. 
Tf o.bank books and most all of tho 
pors ; 'of the .bank wero locked in 
e vault vand , aro. nearly nil saved, 
n umber of persons, had safty deposit 
boxes" In tbo vault, and we understand 
that-all valubles in them were saved. 



when put to a test provud to .be little 
better than a shell as the top collapsed, 
and instead of being^as was supposed, 
a wall from four to Fivb feet thick 
proved to be only about 12 inches 
thick at the arch, the sides being built 
up as a fire wall to the ceiling and the 
center filled with refuse matter which 
only added fuel to the flames. Tho 
bank when first opened was under the 
firm name of -Lewis, Brook &. % Meiu- 
hardt, Mr,. Brook finally coming into 
control of the business after the fail- 
ure of the'Pati Head Bank, of Keno- 
sha, of. which Mr.* Lewis was cashier, 
the building, wo think, being' erected 
under plans furnished; by Mr. Lewis. 
The total lo39 on building "and con- 
tents will aggregate about 310,000, 
with a little over 52,000 of insurance. 
The loss. falls very heavy upon Mr, 
Hnul.an who^ad recently came into 
possession , of the building and had 
neglected to have it insured. We un- 
derstand that Mr. Brook will rebuild 
at once. ' ■ .

In several eases negroes testified to hav- 
ing been whipped nnd imprisoned under 
contracts they hail Ignornntly signed. 

One farmer had Knight, u hnir-witted 
negro from Georgia, under circumstances 
thnt were virtually' kidnaping, nud oth- 
ers, testified to Imprisonment In stockades 
and shackles. On nil but one of the 
farms tbe laborers were shuckled. All 
others were guarded by men with rlllcs. 



In several places they were worked nlong 
with convicts hired by planters from tho 
State ami received the treatment given 
convicts.- One negro swore be had been 
strapped to n tree and given 100 lushes 
for n slight Infraction of the rules. 

The grand jury Is composed almost ex- 
clusively of farmers. Judge Heuet com- 
mended the jury nnd turned the evidence 
over to tho prosecuting attorney. One 
result of the Investlgntlou Is the nraetl- 
cul abandonment of the s,tocknde system. 
Another result Is the demoralization, of 
negro labor. Contracts being now de- 
clared void, farmers will be without help 
and are In n quandary ns to how they will 
plant their cotton crop.

Im- 
mediately, tbe ailment did not -yield to 
treatment readily, and in a few days be 
was stricken with pncumonln. For a time 
it wns Impossible to learn Gen. Harri- 
son's true condition, Mrs. Harrison hav- 
ing .refused to allow the ' physicians i to 
discuss the ease. After '< the condition be- 
came critical, however, the doctors were' 
authorized to keep' t bio public Informed 
by means of bulletins. 

■ At 2 o'clock Tuesduy morning. the turn 
for' the worse came. At that hour the 
pain from his a filleted lung made, him 
restless and he begun tu'loss nervously 
upon his bod.! Hlsresplratlon/ grew faint- 
er, his pulse Increased and the general 
symptoms became so alarming that for a 
time dissolution wns expected momentar- 
ily.

Ten minutes after- that anno tin cement 
was made another bulletin came from tho 
bouse stating; tlm* the alarming symp- 
toms were Increasing rapidly. 

Gen; Harrison 1 lingered apparently" at 
the point of dissolution, - Tuesday night 
was a loug, anxious vigil to the watchers 
nt tbe bedside, and to thousands of tho 
friends and admirers of the ex-President 
nil over the country, The gloom emanat- 
ing from the Harrison home spread not 
only over Indianapolis, but over the State 
and nation, and the whole country listen- 
ed with the deepest concent for the story 
of the light against death told in the bul- 
letins that cati] e hourly.

knew him merely by sight and to whom 
he never spoke. It came from women 
■ and children, from white nnd black, from 
all conditions and kinds of people. There 
was no exception any where to tlie ex- 
pression thnt the nut ion hail lost one of 
ils ablest men nnd the greatest man, of 
his generation lu his own State, 

President Hcnldc tlte'Grnve, . 

By tho grave stood the chief magistrate 
of the nation, 11 ltd behind the ropes were 
all tho street arnbs of Geu. Harrison's 
city. Every grade ot lit una 11 life In 
America between the twt/ was repre- 
sented lu the crowd, nnd In thcin nil 
there wus'-only the one feeling— that a 
mnn hnd • died who, was honest at nil 
times" with himself nnd with others, and 
whoso ability ^upl character were such 
as the nation could III nfford to lose. 

At the Harrison homo" before the re- 
mains werb taken to thu First Presbyte- 
rian Church, where the full servleo wns 
held, there were brier. exercises ;f or the 
members of the family nnd more Immedi- 
ate' friends of Gen. Harrison. . Possibly 
150 persons were present, 'Mrs. Harri- 
son remained in her room until time to 
leave for the church. . 

Services for -the: Bend. , . 

Shortly nrter 2 o'clock the funeral par- 
ty appeared nt tlie church, anil tho hon- 
orary nod actual pall-bearers eamo slow- 
ly up the north center aisle, filing Into 
the seats nt the side. The ushers, form- 
ing in column near tho door, came up 
the south aisle, ncling ns an escort to the 
President, who was accompanied by Mrs. 
Durbln. Gov. Dtirbln nnd Secretnry 
Cortelyou Ulled up the pew with the 
President and Mrs. Durbin. 

Immediately in t front of the casket and 
behind the pall-bearers came, thu Itev. M. 
L. Haines and the Rev. Samuel,. T. NIc- 
cola of St, Louis, Immed lately following 
the cusket were Lieutenant Coinniiin'der 
Parker and Mrs. Harrison. They occu- 
pied the second sent from the front, to 
the left "of the north center aisle, corre- 
sponding to that pt tun President on tho 
eon Hi side. With them were Frnnk Tib- 
bett, Gen. Harrison's private secretary, 
nnd.Mnj. Pnrkcr. Follbwliig'tlfesc wero 
Mr. and Mrs. Uussell HariWon, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. It. Melvce and Mrs. Baton,. John 
Scott Harrison and'Curter B. Hnrrlson, 
Mr. hnd" Mrs. Newcomer. Mr, and Mrs. 
S. V." Morris and other relatives nnd close 
friends ot tho family. 

Mr. rind Mrs. McKeo nnd Mr. and Mrs. 
Bussell Harrison occupied the pew direct- 
ly lu rear of that In "which Mrs. Harrison 
sat.. .• Behind the pew occupied by -the 
President were Senator nnd Mra.'Fnlr- 
bank # ,Scnntor Beverldgo, Gov. Nash find 
party of. Ohio, Gov. Votes nud party ot 
Illinois, Congressmen IVntsou, Cramer, 
Overslrcct, Steele, Cnuupackcr and 
mnny other distinguished men. 

When nil had' taken their seats Mr. 
Hnlncs advanced to the center of the pul- 
pit platform nnd, resting his left hand 
upon the largo^church. Bible, iopencd the 
service by Buying: 

"I am the resurrection nnd the life. 
He thnt belleycth In me, though be 'we're 
dead, yet shall he live, and whosoever 
llveth' and belle vcth 1 11 mo shnll never 
die." ' 

After the address Dr. NIccols offered 
prayer. The services were closed with 
a bnritoue solo, "Hark, Hark* My Soul," 
by Edward Nell, In which the' entire 
choir joined In the chorus.' The piirty 
left tho church In the same order In which 
It entered; For the most part those who 
attended the church 'aervlcfts left Imme- 
diately for Crown Hill cemetery. 

The bitrlnl service was simple nnd 
brief. The .Itev, Mr. Nlccols, rend, the 
short committal, and burial, service, and 
the Rev, Mr. Hnlncs followed with pray- 
er. When the Inst word had been said 
nnd the service was- over, the attendants 
lowered tho cofllh to Its place. To tho 
last It liore the .wreath from Mrs, Har- 
rison and.tbc bounuet of titles of the val- 
ley from little Elisabeth. Oh the coflln 
was placed a heavy walnut protecting 
cover* aud then the granite roof of tbe 
tomb was lowered' nnd closed, , 
The Harrlnon Tomli. 

The last resting place of, former Presi- 
dent Hnrrlson Is a tomb five feet deep, 
Incased in granite four inches thick, .and 
covered with n granite top of the smile 
thickness. On thu reverse side of the 
cover Is the 'simple Inscription, "Benja- 
min Hnrrlson, 1&13-100L? The interior 
of the tomb was decorated with ferns so 
profusely that no sign of earth or stone 
wan visible. Dozens of exquisitely beau- 
tiful flornl tributes were placed on the 
tomb mid on thu ground close by. 
". There; seemed to be a hesitation on tho 
part of the spectators to leave, when the 
services were over. After the mourning 
party had left and .was* being placed in 
the carrlngcs, the thousands of spectators 
stood and looked- long at tho grave. It 
wns apparently illillcult to realize tho 
fact Benjamin Harrison, general, former 
President, Senator, diplomat, man of af- 
fn1rs,'wns lu the grave.

One shot 
was fired. De Itodays fell, wounded In 
the tblgh.

The emme of the duel, between Anna 
Gould's husband nud M. do Itodays, edi- 
tor of .Figaro, was the" publication In 
Figaro of it list of tlie count's' debts, and, 
an article in which it was alleged that 
tbe count nud countess had gone, to New 
York to raise money from the Gould fam- 
ily to make up losses of the count on tho 
Bourse. This publication occurred while 
the De Castcltiines wero nt sea, nnd when 
tlie count landed and wus told of it he 
declared he would not challenge the edi- 
tor, but would slap his face. The face 
slapping came off on schedule time, arid 
Roduys promptly challenged" De Cnstel- 
lune to tight.

Service* for the Dead. 
Shortly after- 2 o'clock the funeral par- 
ty appeared nt the church, nnd the hon- 
orary nnd actual pall-hearers came slow- 
ly up the north center aisle, filing Into 
the seats nt the side. The ushers, form- 
ing in column near the door, enme up 
the south nislc, acting ns an escort to the 
President, who was nccouipnnleil by Mrs. 
Diirbln.' Gov. Dnrbin and Secretary 
Cortclyoii filled tip the pew with the 
President and Mrs. Dnrbin. . 

Immediately in-front of the casket and 
behind the pall-hearers ".came, the Itcv, M;

■ One farmer had Knight, a half-witted 
negro from Georgia, under circumstances 
thnt were virtually! kid unplug, and oth- 
ers test Hied to imprisonment tn stockades 
and shackles. Gu all hut mie of the 
fnnns the laborers were shackled. All 
others were guarded by men with rides. 



In several plaees they were worked along 
with convicts hired by planters from the 
State and received the treat incut given 
convicts. One negro swore he had bcea 
strapped to a tree and given 100 lashes 
for n slight. Infraction of the rules. 

The grand Jury l.s composed almost ex- 
clusively of farmers. Judge Peiiet com- 
mended the jury nud turned 'the evidence 
over to- the prosecuting attorney. One 
result of the investigation is the practi- 
cal n tin u don men t' of tlie ttfoeknde system.

Although he placed 
himself Under the en re of a physician Im- 
mediately, the nllment did not yield to 
treHtnient readily, nnd in' a few dayH he 
was stricken with pneumonia. For a lime 
it was impossible to leurn Gen, Harri- 
son's true condition, Mrs.. Harrison hav T 
Ing .refused taVallow the physiclnna to 
discuss the case, Arier the condition be- 
came critical,, however, thu doctois were' 
authorised to kcep-th'e public informed 
by means of 'bulletins. 

At 2 o'clock luesduy.raoininBitlie turn 
for' the worse came.

Tuesday night 
was a long, anxiouB vigil to the watchers 
at the bedside, nnd to thousands of the 
friends and admirers of the ex-Preiidcnt 
all over the country, The gloom emanat- 
ing; from' the Harrison homo spread not 
only over Indianapolis, but over the State, 
and nation, and the whole country listen- 
ed with the deepest concern for the story 
of the fight against death told In the bul- 
letins that came hourly. At the Harrison 
home buadrcdu of telegrams, telephone 
calls and personal Inquiries nnd cxprcsr 
sions of grief and sympathy were receiv- 
ed from the Immedinte friends of the 
family nnd from men prominent In the 
affairs of the nation who were nssoclnted 
nt one time or 00 other with the ex- Pres- 
ident.

President Ucnldc the 'Grave. 

By the grave stood the chief magistrate 
of tlie nation, and behind the ropes were 
all the street uraha of Gen. Harrison's 
city. Every grade ot human life In 
America between . the two' was repre- 
sented In the crowd, and in • them fill 
there wus' only thu one feeling— that a 
man had died who wna honest nt nil

At tlie HitrriBon home' before the re- 
miiliis were taken to tho First Presbyte- 
rian Church, where the full servieo wns 
held, .there were brief cxercUcn/for Ihe 
members. of the family nnd more Immedi- 
ate friends of, Gen. Hnrrlsoni . Possibly 
150 peraons wore present. 'Mrs. Harri- 
son remained in her room until time to 
leave for the church^ 

ServtccVfor the. Head. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock the. funeral par- 
ty appeared nt the church, nnd the hon- 
orary ami actual pall-heurers came slow- 
ly np the north center nlsle, filing Into 
the sents nt the side. The ushers, form- 
ing In column near the door, enma up 
the aoiith aisle, acting ns nn escort to. the 
President, who was nccompnnied by Mrs. 
Durhlu. Gov. Durblit and Secretary 
Cortelyoit filled up the pew with the 
President and Mrs, Durbin. 

Immediately In -front ot the casket nnd 
behind the pall-henrera came the Ilev. M. 
L, HnlueB nnd the Itev.'. Shninel, J. Nlc- 
cols of St. Louis. Iinmetl lately folio wins 
the casket were Tdeu tenant Commiiuder 
Parker nnd Mra. Harrison. They oecti- 
picii the second scat from' Uie front, to 
the left : of the north center nlsle, corre- 
Bpondhig to tbnt of the President on tbo 
south aide. "With them were Frank TJb- 
bett; Gen, Harrison's prlvnte secretary, 
nnd Hra. Pnrker. Following these were 
Jlr. nnd Mrs. Uussell Harrison, Mr. nhd 
Mra. J. It. McKec nntl'Mfa. Eaton,', Job u 
Scott Hnrrihon nmrcitrter B. narrlson, 
Jin and'.Mrs. Newcomer, 1 Mr. and Mrs. 
S. V. Morris and other relatives and close 
friends of tho family. 
" Mr. nnd Mrs. McKee and Mr. and Mra. 
IUisbcU Hnrrlson occupied the pew direct- 
ly. In ren'v of that In -which Mrs. Harrison 
sat. Behind the pew occupied- by the 
President were Senator anil Mrs.-Falr- 
honk, Senator Bcyerldge, Gov. NaBb and 
party ot Ohio, Gov. Yates and party of 
Illinois, Congressmen Watson, -Cromer, 
Overstreet, Steele, Crnmpacker nnd 
mnny, other distinguished men. 

When all hod" taken "their aeata Mr. 
H nines ndvnnccd to the center of the "pul- 
pit platform and, resting bis left hand 
upon tho large church Bible, opened thu 
service by anylng: 

"L itm the resurrection and the life. 
He thnt bulleveth In me, though he. were 
dend, yet, shall, he live, .nnd whosoever 
II vet h nnd belle veth In me shall "never 
die." 

After the nddrcaa Dr, Xiccols offered 
proycr; The services wore closed with 
a baritone boIo, "Hark,. Hark, My : Soul," 
by Edward Nell, iii which the entire 
choir joined In the chorus. Thn piirty 
left the church In the sntrie ordor" in which 
It entered.' For the most pnrt' those who 
attended the' church 'services left imme- 
diately for Crown Hill cemetery. 

The burial service wns simple and 
brlnf. .Tim Kev.

When the hist": word had been suld 
and the aerrlce was* over, tho attendants 
lowered the coffin to its plncc, To the 
Last It bore the wreath' from Mrs. Har- 
rison and the bouquet of lilies of the val- 
ley from little Elizabeth, On tho coffin 
was placed a heavy walnut protecting 
carer, and' then the -granite roof of the 
tomb was lowered ; nnd. closed. ; : 

The Harrison Tamb, 
. The last resting place of former Presi- 
dent Harrison la it toinh live feet deep, 
incased iu granite four inches thick, and 
covered with n granite top of the snmo 
thickness. On the rcrcrse side of the 
cover is Hie simple Inscription, "Benja- 
min Harrison, lSa3-10Ol.V The Interior 
of the tomb was decorated tvttlr ferns so 
profusely thnt no sign of enrlh or stone 
whs, visible. Dozens of exquisitely" beau- 
tiful floral tributes were placed on the 
t'onih niid on the ground close by, 
' Thero' Bcemctl to be 11 hesitation on the 
part of the .spectators to leave when the 
aervlcca were over. After tlm mourning 
parly had left and was being placed hi 
Uio carriages, the thousands ot.spcclntors 
stood nnd looked long nt the gttive. It 
wns ■ nppurently dllllcult to .realize tho 
fact Beiijamiu Harrison, general, former 
President, Senator, diplomat, man of af- 
fairs, was In the grave.

COLONEL AMES. 

CoJ! W. W, Ames died at 3:45iTuesday 
morning, Feb. 19, 1901, at his \\ residence 
on Statfl street, Ridgway; Ho waYattacked 
with grip just 'tbreb weeks before Mb death 
and twice during hie i I tae^eiwM^o'' .much 
improved as to be able to get btit^ot bed, 
but suffered a relapse ♦achtirae,;*an"5 Mon- 
day pleuro-pneumonia BCt'in' arid 'brought 
to .end his' ( life 1 - just in tho prime? of an 
honorable, career, f 

Walter. Whipple Amos was born on afarni 
near Antidcb, Lake 'county, Illinois'^ Sept. 
13, 1841, and he nee was 59 years, 5 months 
and days old when death claimed him. 

He was a sou of Elijah and Phoebe 
Ames, his father being a native of Ver- 
mont and mother of Pennsylvania. Their 
family consisted of eight children: Walter 
W.; Lydia, now Mrs, Story, of Antioch, 
III., Dr. EilmondH., a physician of Anti- 
oeli; Rizpah, now Mrs. Grandy, of Gar- 
field, Kansas; Truman, of Wa ukegan, III:; 
Watio, Lillie and Elln, at Antioch,- with 
their mother now nearly 83 years old. 

Mr, Ames was a bravo soldier and has a 
brilliant millitary record to his credit. He 
first enlisted August, 1861, in Company F, 
37th Illinois Infantry, of which Col. Black 
(Cleveland's Pension Commissioner, first 
term) was commander, ns First Sergeant. 
Ho was soon promoted to First Lieutenant, 
but much to tbe surprise of everyone he 
refused to accept. His idea was that bo 
could he of better service where he was and 
did not crave high honors. . He was con- 
sidered one of three best drilled men in the 
regimentT He was detailed as Sergeant 
Major under Col. Block and served one 
year in that capacity, when hia captain in- 
sisted that be return to his company. In 
the winter of 1861 he was with Col, While, 
in the Fremont campaign through Mis- 
souri'.!. He was in some of tho severest 
battles of the war, among them the battle 
of Pea Ridge, where his regiment made a 
bayonet charge against the famous Louis- 
iana Tigers; Prairie Grovoj with Grant at 
Champion Hill, the severest fight in his 
western campaign; nb Yickshurg during 
the entire siege; Jackson, Miss.; New Or* 
leans; then went up Redriver under Banks; 
sailed with the regiment from Galveston to 
Pensacola and marched to Mobile, reach- 
ing there at the time Farragut forced tbe 
entrance of Mobilo harbor. Having re- 
enlisted as a veteran in 1864, he served 
until tbe fall of 18GG, when be was mus- 
tered out. He was in command of his 
company in the last battle of tbe war. 

Col. Ames was an unswerving and lovnl 
republican, and served on the staff of Gov- 
ernor Hoyt, with the title of Colonel. He 
also served at one time as United States 
Commissioner, and was a member of the 
electorinl college that elected Hayes Presi- 
dent of the United States and delivered the 
vote to O. S. Court at Philadelphia, 

Col. Ames was united in marriage June 
28, 1870, with Miss Julia Florence Fish, 
daughter of H. M. Fish, Esq., atTroy, Pa., 
and besides his widow leaves three daugh- 
ters—Edith M., Margaret E. and Mabel 
F., the first two of whom ore teachers in 
the public schools, 

In 1868 Col. Ames graduated from the 
Mansfield Normal School at Mansfield, 
Tioga county, Pa., being a class-mate of 
Governor Stone. He entered the Michigan 
University law department in the fall of 
1868 and graduated in 1870, being admit- 
ted to practice before the Supreme Court of 
the state at the same time. He returned 
east in the spring and opened a law office 
June 1, 1870, with his couain, H. T. Ames, 
Esq., in Williamsport. In 1871, at the 
solicitation of Coryell & Russ, coal opera- 
tors, he moved to St. Marys, Pa,,- where 
be continued. to practice until 1888, part of 
the time being in partnership with the late 
Hon. J. G.'Hall and with ^Hon. J. K. P. 
Hall. At the solicitation of Hon. George 
A. Jenks he moved to Brookville in 1888, 
and practiced there five years.' Came to 
Ridgway in 1893 to enter tbe new Arm of 
McCauley, Ames & Whitmore, which con- 
tinned until 1898, since which time he has 
practiced alone, having his office in the 
court house. 

While at St. Marys Col. and Mrs. Ames 
united with the Presbyterian church, and 
he was made an older and superintendent 
of the Sunday school, where he served with 
tbe same fidelity that characterized- his 
every act in life, After coming to' Ridg- 
way they united with tbe First Congrega- 
tional church where he also served as dea- 
con and superintendent of the Sunday 
school. v / 

Tho funeral services will be held at the 
First Congregational church at 2 p, m. 
Friday next, and the interment will be 
mode in Pine Grove cemetery, this place. 
Tbe remains will be viewed by all who de- 
sire to see them at tbe late residence of the 
deceased on State street, between the hours 
of 9 a; m, and 12 m. Friday and the casket 
will not be opened at tbe church, 
. Col. Ames was a man of the most ster- 
ling honor' and integrity— conscientious 
and '■ honorable to an extreme that lost him 
many "a dollar that one less scrupulous 
would have secured. He never would ac- 
cept a case to apply for liquor license for 
any one, and when in partnership with 
other attorneys he insisted that not one 
cent of such a fee should be accepted by 
him. Whatever he undertook he did 
faithfully aad well, and no client of his had 
cause to complain that his interests were in 
any. way overlooked or neglected, .Redid 
his best at whatever be laid bis band to — 
In politics he was jnst as faithful and con- 
scientious and brave as in business Ha 
was conservative arid kind always, but 
never hesitated a minute to tell,, tho/ truth 
—he knew no such thing as fear, when ho 
was in the right, and would denounce. the 
political rascal in his' true light even if he

A number of cannon were hewn out 
of rock at Malta. Malta was full of 
wonders while the knights hold It, but 
nothing surpassed or oven equaled 
these old rock cannon. Most people 
are aware'' that the, fortifications at 
Malta, were cut out of the solid rock, 
but few probably know of these rock 
cannon. Brydone, whose travels In 
Sicily and Malta won great renown 
before . the end of the lost century, 
states that the rock cannon used to 
defend Malta were unknown anywhere 
else In the world. The knights left a 
great block of rock when they hol- 
lowed out on embrasure la the cliff, 
which afterward they ' shaped -and 
bored In the form- of gigantic cannon, 
which, when loaded, contained a whole 
barrel of gunpowder. That shoveled 
In, they plugged It with a great piece 
of wood, fitted exactly to.' the bore, aa 
wadding, and loaded up with cannon 
balls, shells and other deadly mate- 
rials. About fifty of these rock can- 
non commanded the spots from which, 
any hostile ship was most likely to 
approach. The mouths of some were 
eli feet wide nnd were able to throw 
10,000-pound weight of balls or Btones, 
and the falling projectiles covered an 
area of over 300 square yards. — Tit- 
Bits,

A Widow Hny Marry Her DmwmmI TIuj- 
Mndi Brother. 

The duties of husband, and wife are 
distinctly defined among the Kaffirs of 
South -Africa. Tho husband does not 
expect his wife to build the kraal, or 
hut That ia his work. It takes from 
five hundred- to a thousand young trees 
to make, the beehive kind of dwelling 
which li In favor and which Is. excel- 
lently adapted for protection: Wheq 
rne husband , has erected the hut It Is 
the wife's place to cut grass, carry It 
home, and . thatch the kraal once a 
year. She looks after all that It need- 
ed'ln the hut, cooks the food, gets the 
firewood, and makes the beer, which' 
Is not a small task, for tbe man drink 
it In Immense quantities.' It Is made 
from millet and mealies,' and Is - mild 
but Intoxicating. Until quite recentlr 
everything was carried on the head. 
A Zulu woman will carry 200 pounds 
of mealies la this fashion. When- a 
Kaffir, was first seen carrying a load by 
the hand instead of on his head, the 
Dutch thought It a dangerous imita- 
tion of European fashion.- Women 
have so far asserted themselves as to' 
refuse to hoe the mealies for planting/ 
but they will weed,'' A woman goes 
about with her baby tied on her back, 
while she rocks herself and croons to 
It When a man dies his widow may, 
If she chooses, become the wife of his 
brother. She stays at the kranl, and 
all the children, Including those of the 
new. marrlagej'are held to belong to 
her eldest sod, who takes his rath era 
placo as guardian, and has the privil- 
ege of using, supposedly for "the com- 
mon good,- all the, wages of the young- 
er sons. It thus sometimes happens 
that a little, boy Is head over his 
mother and older sisters. If the widow 
does not choose to marry tho brother, 
but takes another husband; eho losas 
all control of her -children, who stay* 
In their fathor'B kraal.— Youth's Com-

of the Philippines. But, as ono who Is 
Interested In the development of our 
new Island possessions in the Pacific, 
I am much In favor of admitting as 
many Chinese there as care to or can 
be Induced to go. Though the Spanish 
'conquered' the Islands some 300 years 
ago, the Philippines arc, to all intents 
and purposes, a new country, and no 
new. country can be developed with- 
out labor. Work the Filipinos will 
not. They would rather beg or steal, 
five cents a day than earn a dollar by 
labor. Some one other than the Fili- 
pino, therefore, must do the work that 
is to be done, Americans, or white men 
from other -countries, could never be 
persuaded to go there in any consider- 
able numbers, bo It would seem that 
practically the only, hope of tbe islands 
lies In the Chinese. 'If congress can de- 
vise a way to suspend the Chinese ex- 
clusion act with reference to the Phil- 
ippines and yet keep the bars up as far 
as the rest of the country is concerned, 
it will confer, upon the "Philippine Is- 
lands the greatest boon that could be- 
fall them."

tittle Couintdeihip Auiotip American!, 
Hajt Ilonrjr Japan*. 

To take the opinion of a man who 
gains his knowledge of foreigners en- 
tirely from -books la 'to I learn that the 
French are companionable and chatty, 
either to strangers or to one another 
when not Introduced, while the Brit- 
ish are taciturn and grumpy under 
either circumstance. If the Ameri- 
cans are considered at all In this coun- 
nectlon it. would probably lie added 
that they' strike a happy medium be- 
tween French garrulity anil British au- 
sterity. .But. Henry James, an: Ameri- 
can by birth and breeding, long resi- 
dent In England, has been traveling 
on the continent, and his- book, "A 
Little Tour in France," will disturb all 
the preconceived notions of the. reader. 
Mr. James had pre'vlouBiy found the 
Americans, exceedingly silent to one 
(motherland very little Ukely to -open 
a conversation when proper introduc- 
tions were wanting'. Reflection will 
probably confirm -the accuracy of this 
observation; but If it should not, take 
pains to notice the 'men and women in 
the next. car you chance to. ride In — su- 
burban, surf nee or elevated — and aee 
how wholly lacking is any feeling or 
comradeship among Americans, in 
France Mr, James found It little differ- 
ent, He has ridden all day long with 
a number of Frenchmen who never in- 
terchanged a word, and bis general ex- 
perience In that republic persuaded 
him that the French were only less 
silent than Americans. The British, 
on the other hand, he learned to char- 
acterise today by "a remarkable -ap- 
pearance of good humor, and they are 
distinguished by their facility of In- 
tercourse." It is a pity the author does 
not attempt to account for tbe change.
